DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-41 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
Group 1. A method for decomposing a neutral organophosphorus compound of 
the formula (10) wherein J is 0 or S according to claims 1-37, classified in 
class 568, subclass 886+.
